lespair expressed his willingness to 
ompromise for J2.000. 
Ferdinand re- 


haps the most talked of man in Eu- 
rope. He is a queer mixture of weak- 
ness and 
strength, 
of candor 
and 


treachery, of bravery and cowardice. 


That he is brave seems to be con- 


ceded, for in his private life he has 
done many things from which any but 
a thoroughly 
courageous man or a 


fool would shrink. It Is also true that 
the consuming ambition nf his life is to 
go down in history as the best ruler 
Kulgaria has ever known. His idea of 
the means to that end is to be summed 
up in the two words "territorial ag- 
grandizement" 
Alexander, his prede- 


cessor, was a good soldier; many de- 
clared him a military genius. He added 
to the territory of Bulgaria, and Ferdi- 
nand would die happy if he coul,1 do 
EO with the knowledge that his country 
had grown in area under his adminis- 
tration more than under that of Alex- 
ander. 


But that Ferdinand is also a coward 


was mosl fully demonstrated recently 
by his precipitate flight from his palace 
in Sofia 
News had been brought to 


him that he was to be assassinated 
He doubtless had Ihe fate of his neigh 
bor, 
Alexander of Servia, in mind, am 


he fled incontinently. From one city 
to another he wandered, afraid evident 
ly to return to Sofia. 
Meanwhile hi 


country had reached a point In her re 
lations with Turkey when an open 
laratlon of war would have ensued, bu 
that Turkey was unwilling thus to dig 
nify a vassal state like Bulgaria. Per 
dinand was anxious to be at the hea,

At last, spurred on 
by his advisers and probably greatly 
Influenced by the fact that all talk of 
plotting against the government had 
been effectually silenced by the danger 
threatening from outside, he returned 
to Sofia, but not, it is said, until his 
mother had exacted from the king of 
England a promise to keep a war ship 
within easy reach of her sou.

most trivial matters, and yet there is

nearly f.O.O'JO voters of the city of Bos- 
ton pVovcd our own expectations right, 
and eaurus packing1 disappeared. For 
the first tirnu In many years the re- 
publican candidates In Boston were 
nominated solely by republicans and 
the democratic candidates 
solely 
by 


democrats. For tho first time In many 
years each party can be held fitrlutly 
accountable for Its action. 


This has diFpieased those memhcrf 


of the community who refuse to ally 
themselves with any party. They are 
the men who wnnt to share party pHv- 
llepeH without sharing1 party burdens 
They want to he-lp name party candi- 
dates nnd evade all responsibility fnr 
the result. 
They want the re ware 


without the work. 
It also displeases such party men aa 


have been accustomed to profit by help 
from the other sldo. 


And. it displeases some people who 


have been deceived by the representa- 
tion that tho por.recy of suffrage River 
by the Australian ballot has somehou 
been Infringed. On the 
contrary.

the many places where the Australia! 
ballot has not been u.sexl in caucuses 
adoption of the new law will secure Its 
benetlts. The system doea aiot In the

There is the further misconception 


that the voter's action on nominating

Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
who is just now per- 


haps the most talked of man in Eu- 
rope, lie is a queer mixture of weak- 
ness and 
strength, of candor 
anti 


treachery, of bravery and cowardice. 


That he is brave seems to be con- 


ceded, for in his private life 
done many things from which any 
a thoroughly courageous man or a 
fool would shrink. It is also true that 
the consuming ambition of his life is to 
go down In history as the best ruler 
Bulgaria has ever known. His idea of 
the means to that end Is to be summed 
up in the two words "territorial ag- 
grandizement." Alexander, his prede- 
cessor, was a good soldier: many de- 
clared him a military genius. He added 
to the. territory of Bulgaria, and Ferdi- 
nand would die happy if he could do 
so with the knowledge that his country 
had grown in area under his adminis- 
tration more than under that of Alex- 
ander. 


Hut that Ferdinand Is also a coward 


was most fully demonstrated recently 
by his precipitate (light from his palace 
in Sofia. 
News had he-en brought to 


him that he was to be assassinated, 
lie doubtless had the fate of his neigh- 


bor, 
Alexander of Scrvia, in mind, and 


he fled incontinently. From one cit> 
to another ho wandered, afraid evident- 
ly to return to Sofia. 
Meanwhile hi.' 


country iiad reached a point In her re- 
lations with Turkey when an open dec- 
laration of war would have ensued, hn' 
that Turkey was unwilling thus to dig- 
nify a vassal state like Bulgaria. Fer- 
dinand was anxious to be at the head 
of his armies, for at last there was n 
chance of the fulfillment of his drcan 
of years—the acquisition of torritory 
more particularly that of Macedonia 
on whose account the difficulty with the 
sultan was ostensibly begun.

WHS afraid to no luck; of that there 
can be no doubt. At last, spurred on 
by his advisers and probably greatly 
influenced by the fact that all talk of 
plotting against the government had 
been effectually silenced by the danger 
threatening from outside, he returned 
to Sofia, but not, it is said, until his 
mother had exacted from the king of 
Kngland a promise to keep a war ship 
within easy reach of her son. 


Ferdinand is noted among the mem- 


bers of his official household for his ab- 
solute candor In discussing even the 
most trivial matters, and yet there is 
ample evidence of his treachery 
to 


those whom he has used to further his 
purposes. For instance, there recently 
died in Budapest a man named Philip 
Waldapfel. who after the abdication of 
Alexander devoted time and 
money 


toward making Ferdinand prince of 
Bulgaria. 
Toward 
Waldapfel Ferdi- 


nand's conduct was as despicable as 
can be Imagined. When Alexander ab- 
dicated, Ferdinand employed AValdapfel 
to direct a propaganda having for its 
purpose Ferdinand's selection as Alex- 
ander's successor. Immediately there- 
after the papers were filled with stories 
of Ferdinand's fitness for the vacant 
post. Waldapfel spent a good deal nf 
money in visiting persons supposed to 
have influence in Bulgaria. When Fer- 
dinand had become the ruler of Bulga- 
ria, 
-v-'aldapfel, 
his erstwhile press 


agent, modestly sent him rfbill amount- 
ing to about ?5,<MO for actual expenses. 


Ferdinand casually sent him a check 
:or SGOO. Waldapfel was infuriated and 
went to Sofia to press hla claim. But 
Ferdinand made It BO hot for him that 
he was obliged to leave after having in 
despair expressed his willingness to 
compromise for 52.000.

What, then, more likely than Hint 
Macedonia should be made a part of 
Bulgaria? If that were done, of course 
Ferdinand would be the ruler, for Is he 
not now at the head of tho government 


deed, the smallest politician In either 
Bulgaria or Macedonia realizes that 
Boris Sarafoff la a possibility as king 
of tho country, or, rather, as president, 
for tills wily leader of men now de- 
clares that be should never consent to 
wear u crown and that if the people 
should insist upon honoring him with 
the rulershlp of the country ho would 
accept only on condition that a repub- 
lic be established.
